Chicag. April 18—A cold wave fol­ 
lowed the blizzard which swept an

kansas the Red Cross was co-operat­ 
ing with state and local officials to 
relieve the distress of thousands of 
sufferers. 
The death list at Miller 
county, Arkansas, was placed at 18. 


Traffic Paralyzed, 


At 
Queen 
City, 
Texas, 
several 
deaths were reported, hut relief work­ 
ers declared it would be several days 
before the exact death toll in this dis­ 
trict, which was swept by a tornado 
on Friday, would be known as wire 
communication to many small towns 
is still paralyzed. 
Reports from Mississippi, Alabama, 
and Tennessee told of a heavy loss of 
life and great property damage. One 
report placed the number of dead at 
approximately IOO in the territory be­ 
tween

Every effort to obtain exact figures, 
however, was defeated by the pros­ 
tration of communication. 
In the central west conditions were 
slowly returning to normal, the snow 
which fell in Wisconsin, Nebraska,

being returned to normal, wire com­ 
munication had been restored except 
to a few points.

As the coaches got colder the 
condition of the passengers, who in­ 
cluded eight women and a baby, be 
came serious.

"It seems to me that the natural if 
not necessary results of tho progress 
of the labor union lf successful would 
be to secure control of tho shops, the 
whole general management of busi­ 
ness, then the capital and finally of 
the government," he auld. 
He urged passage of a law to “apply 
to all economic organizations, groups 
or bodies exceeding certain specific 
numbers and amounts," 
and 
added 
that "both organised capital and la­ 
bor should be plated 
under 
those 
laws." 
Gary declared that the natural and 
certain effects of the labor unionism 
are expressed in three words—Ineffi­ 
ciency and high costs." 
"And be it remembered," he said, 
"that in the end the general public 
must pay for extortionate, unnecessary 
and unreasonable cost of production, 
to he primarily and fundamentally in 
ter es ted in the existence and continu­ 
ation of the labor union. 
“Tile end sought by labor untoffs 
today, at least their efforts tend to 
make destruction and dissatisfaction. 
ll is noticeable that oftirnes they seek 
to control politics aud openly as a 
body advocate the election or defeat 
of even the president of the Called 
States.

than anything else they would dom 
inate the supreme court of the Unit 
cd Mates, the citadel of defense to 
principles aud property and to civil 
ization itself."

St. Paul, April 18—Forest fires in 
the vicinity of Itasca state park In 
northwestern Minnesota are becoming 
dangerous and additional forces of fire 
fighters are needed at once, accord­ 
ing to reports to the state forester at 
the capitol today.

Carrying cars are in telephonic com­ 
munication with the control car. 
It 
is possible to walk from one part of 
the ship lo any other. 
Aeronautic experts are pointing out 
the 
airship 
has 
almost 
wholly 
eclipsed the aeroplane in the field of 
passenger traffic. 
Heretofore it lias been impossible to 
start extensive experiments in air­ 
ship passenger enterprises because of 
the colossal cost of the big dirigibles 
us compared to the relatively small 
outlay required for constructing aer­ 
oplanes. 
Advantages of airship trav­ 
el are freedom from 
vibration, 
no 
noise, no smell of gasoline and tho 
fact that passengers can eat, read, 
fulk, write, smoke or sleep In peace 
on bourd.
